Tne opening most be re- 
garded SB a success, so far as the bringing of the 
Horses to the post, the handling of the nags during 
the different contests and the time made on the 
track In tne "dashes" are concerned, notwithstand- 
ing the anticipatory drawbacks of a, rather gloomy- 
forenoon and Its uncomfortable and durolriting re- 
alization In a rainy afternoon. For scenic attrac- 
tion, beauty of the surrounding country and con- 
venience of access by the different routes and means 
of conveyance which lead from New York to 'West- 
Chester county, Jerome Park compares favorably 
with—if it does not exceed—any of tiie more promi- 
nent turf centres In 
America, and a trip 


from the metropolitan centre through Harlem, 
Mott Haven and 
Tremont to Its gates 
af- 


fords a sense of 
healthful 
enjoyment, 
In- 


vigorating pleasure, with the contemplation ot a 
vast municipal development at one and the same 
time. These facts were folly attested yesterday by 
the attendance of a very considerable number of 
persons on the course, despite the unfavorable state 
of the weather and in face of the fact that a "trot" 
always exciting to and In favor with the people- 
took place on Long Island, and, by advertisement, 
drew thither thousands of persons, tncludinc very 
many of the patrons of the Foraham tnrf. "Match 
Day," which occurred yesterday, at Jerome Park 
does not, we concede, bring to the course that uni- 
versality of popular representation which is to be 
met on the different roads which lead to the Downs, 
England, on "Derby D,ay," or which will be per- 
fected lu Eome during the session of the coming 
Ecumenical Council.

-The ostensible reason of 
this declination was the same in every case, that of 
lameness, lameness is quite possible with trotters 
as well as with racers; bnt whether lameness waa 
the real cause we are unable to say, although our 
private opinion 13 that the1 3:21 made by American 
Girl at tie Prospect Park Fair Grenada on Saturday 
last had something to do with it. There was more 
astonishment and regret ejtpressed by the spec- 
tators at the non-appearance of lady Thorn than at 
the absence of all'the others. They bad expected to 
see a, grand contest between her and American 
Girl, wiiom she had twice- beaten in the early 
part of " toe season, when the latter was un- 
sSflfnUy driven and not in the best condition-possi- 
ble, bnt who had -now recovered herself so-fally that 
the ppjjiioijTiad- become prevalentthat should she 
and lady Thorn again meet tne latter would be com- 
pelled to resign the lanrela anVfiad won as aneen of 
the turf. So deeply had this impression ta&n root 
among sporting men since the gallant performance 
of the Bashaw mare on Saturday last that in the 
pools, and before it was Ttnown, that Lady-Thorn 
would not start, American Girl sold for even money 
against the flew.

And thirdly, that even though tne section imposes 


a personal liability on the stockholder it at the same 
time provides a remedy for enforcing that liability, 
that the remedy so provided is exclusive, and the 
stockholder canaot be pursue-! here in a form and by 
an action different from that provided m the section. 


OPINION. 


Alter hearing argument La the case Judge StcCunn 


has rendered the following opinion : — 


Kotwltostandlng the doubt suggested !n TVIiitford 
vs Panama Railroad Company, 23 itew York, 4.C5, 
and in Patterson vs. Baker, ao Barbour, 432, and the 
positive dictum in Ballard vs. Bell, 1 Mason, 2«; 
Bans ol tlie United States vs. Dailam, 4 Banna, 174: 
Lane vs. Morris, 10 Georgia, 1W, and Thornton vs. 
Lane, 11 Georgia, 497— notwithstanding tlie adverse 
opinions of these vety respectable authorities, I sha; I 
assume, on the precedent of ex Dai-f, Tan Riper, 20 
Wendell, 616, that a statutory liability created by 
the positive la^sr ol a Stale Is not necessarily restrict- 
ed in ics operations to the territory of that state, 
but, partaking ol the natuie of a contract, is efll- 
caciotta everywhere II valid, according to the 
lex 
loci 
contraclits, and 
may 
be 
asserted 
aud 
enforced in any tribunal to tlia Juris- 
diction 
of 
which 
the 
detendant may 
be 
amenable. Bnt. laying this difficulty out of the case, 
I am unable to understand, alter the most attentive 
examination, that the above recited section imposes 
any personal liability whatever on the defendant. 
On tue contrary, it is manifest, as well from the ex- 
press provisions as from the general scope of the 
section, that its effect is merely to bind the property 
of the defendant, so as to subject it to execution on 
a judgment against the bane. And this construc- 
tion, which would obviously result from the phrase- 
ology of the section, even in the absence of any 
negative clause, is confirmed by the provision that 
the property of the stockholder may be taken nnfler 
execution against the bank, without the necessity of 
an action against liitu. 
We are not to assume 
that these words are a needless and nugatory 
pleonasm; we are to accept them in some 
sense, and rr they mean anything they are 
intended to preclude the intcrence of a liability 01 
the pare or the stockholder to a personal action at 
suit of a creditor of the Corporation.

In the second place the notice eman- 
ates irom the corporation, and the defendant, as 
cashier, is not chargeable with the acts and declara- 
tions or his principal. And finally tne enaoreemefli 
on the biQs bas reference to tne liability created and 
defined by the charter of the ba-k, of which the 
billholder waSpresomed cognizant, and cannot be 
construed as involving an vg greater liability than 
is imposed by the charter or assumed by the terms 
or the endorsement: On these grounds the de- 
murrer is sustained and judgment must ba entered 
for Hie defendant with costs.

The 
defendants on a second interview on tae same 
day agreed to purchase ths lease for the considera- 
tion of $10,000, ana a contract in writing, dated 
January 3,1869, which ig now sought to be enforced, 
was executed aad delivered, the defendants paying 
$5,000 earnest and agreeing to take title and pay 
balance, $0.509, on the 1st of March ensuing. Be- 
fore the execution of the contract the lease in ques- 
tion was handed to the defendant Gei3, who read 
some of its provisions to his associates, which waa 
the only knowledge either of the defendants had of 
its contents. The lease containsd restr:cttons as to 
the nature of the business to be carried on in t'ae 
premises, embracing the usual occupations included 
in such covenants. Also a covenant that in case an 
assignment or transfer should be made without the 
consent in writing of the landlord or his legal repre- 
sentatives or assigns, he or they should Have the right 
or re-entry and forfeiture at their option. By tae 
terms or the contract the defendants were to lake 
the lease subject to all restrictions therein contained; 
bat tne plaintiff in express terms guaranteed tho 
possession or the premises and the lease for the un- 
espired term.

The Alabama claims treaty, its rejection by 


the Senate of the United States, the arrival 
of Minister Motley, hia "instructions, the prob- 
able result of his mission, the attitude of the 
NEW TOEK HEEAID towards the whole ques- 
tion—these, according to our latest advices by 
cable, still constitute the themes of the lead- 
ing English statesmen and monopolize the 
editorial columns of the leading English jonr?- 
nala. On Tuesday the Times, the N~ews, the 
Tdegrofk, the Stan, the PoM Mall Gazette 
had each editorials on the general question 
•with immediate reference to Mr. Motley. With 
the exception of the Patt Matt Gazette, which 
is as usual snobbishly bumptious, the journals 
are calm and peaceful in their tone and ten- ' 
dency.

Perish 
the hopes of the world—perish all the advan- 
tages of peace, rather than that these should 
be purchased at the cost of national humilia- 
tion and disgrace. It is our desire at all times 
to identify ourselves with tho great American 
people, and to give expression to the senti- 
ments which fill the national mind and heart. 
That we have 8aid severe things of England we 
admit. But we hare done so because we felt 
it to be our duty. 
During a great crisis, 


when our national existence 
was at stake, 


when we straggled, so to speak, for ewect life, 
she did not act the part of a friend. She did 
not only not help us—wo did not want her 
help—but ehe gave both sympathy and succor 
to the foe. We said so. We say so still. 
We said so strongly, and wo cannot retract. 
But now that England is coming to her senses— 
now that sho begins to seo that she might have 
done better, both by herself and HS—aow that 
confession trembles on her lip, wo arc willing 
to act in a spirit of magnanimity, and we can 
with quite M good grace as the London 
Tima express our preference of peace, al- 
though wo cannot admit, even to gratify the 
honorable member for Bradford, that we have 
seen the error of our ways.

We make larger victories by peace than we 
conld'by the conquest of Great Britain or the 
forcible annexation of the New Dominion. Let 
us strive to develop our resources.

Pacific Railroad has brought within our reach 
untold treasures. 
Let us stretch out our 


hands and claim, them. While we are thus 
waiting for England to come to her senses the

and the Prospect. 


Tuesday was the eleventh and last day of 


the Old School Assembly. 
The New School 


Assembly had already adjourned, and its 
members had departed for their respective 
tiomes, well satisfied, on the whole, that union 
must now be regarded as un fait accompli—a 
Sxed fact. But at the eleventh hour or day 
the Old School Assembly, which had also as- 
sented to union with apparently hearty good 
will, hatches a lot of eggs out of which a full 
brood of futuro discords may be expected. 
After an interesting and gratifying report from 
the "Chairman of the Committee on the Nar- 
rative of the State of Religion," the announce- 
ment of the estimates (eight hundred and 
twenty-five thousand dollars) of tho moneys 
required by the several boards to carry on the 
work of the Church during the ensuing year, 
and the report of the Committee on Theological 
Seminaries, a minister from Kentucky brought 
to the notice of the Assembly an important 
memorial relative to matters of difference be- 
tween the Old School Presbyterian Church in 
Kentucky and the civil courts of that State, 
involving the rights of property in Kentucky 
of the Northern Church as against the claims 
of the Southern Presbyterian Church. This 
is a revival of the question of the North 
agaiast the South in a new shape. 
It is a 


fresh exemplification of the usually unper- 
celved extent to which the question of filthy 
lucre is mixed up with the so-called religious 
questions of the day. Here is betrayed the 
cloven hoof of the devil, who would fain kick 
vigorously against any such co-operation on 
the part of his Christian foes as might possibly 
result from carrying out the spirit of union 
manifested by the two General Assemblies 
which have recently met in New York. Tho 
action of certain courts in Kentucky was de- 
nounced by one speaker as the first attempt to 
subject religious bodies to the civil courts on 
religious matters. 
The attempt, he added, 


should 
be crushed under foot. 
Another 


speaker believed the question of civil liberty 
involved; because, if civil courts can over- 
ride the decision of ecclesiastical courts in 
matters purely ecclesiasticalj religious liberty, 
Le^said, Is gone. Bui however this may be, 
the question at issue involves so vast an 
amount of property in the shape of church 
edifices and church funds that to outsiders, at 
least, it seems mainly to be a money question 
rather than a question of religious liberty. 
Provision was made to sustain the expenses of 
an appeal to ttjg Supreme Court. If the Pres- 
byterians have to g& to law Bo soon aftsr liv- 
ing solemnly resolved upon union the prospect 
for lasting union is not so encouraging as we 
had hoped. If, however, all divisions of the 
doughtiest disputants and most belligerent sec- 
tarians in the Christian world should harmo- 
niously combine their forces in a perfect and 
permanent union, we shall believe that the age 
of miracles is not past.

Correspondence on tlie Alabama Treaty. 


LONDON, Jane 2,1869. 


The correspondence thaUnas passed between the 


two governments of Great Britain ana the United 
jStates on the Alabama claims treaty has been pnb- 
jlshed. The first despatch, is from Lord Stanley to 
felr. Thornton, the British Minister at Washington, 
.nnder date of February 15,1868, by whleli that envoy 
\raa informed that Mr. Adams nad communicated 
'portions of a despatch from Secretary Seward, ex- 
pressing a wish for the speedy settlement of all differ- 
toces arising from the Alabama claims, tlie San Jnan 
Affair, the naturalization question and the Canadian 
fisheries. Secretary Seward therein sndgestod that 
~the true method wonld be to treat Jointly through 
the medium of an International conference, and 
tue Brat step taKeu in the negotiations should be on 
|%hat oasis. Subsequently Mr. Adams communicated 
.& despatch to Lord Stanley from Secretary Seward, to 
"the effect that the naturalization question caused 
great uneasiness In America, and was the most im- 
portant point then pendtgg, and tmtn that wer<) 
jBettled B%ould bo hopeless Io attempt the removal 
15 any ot fhe other differences. It further admits 
that no delay can be compatible with tlie mainte- 
nance of the good understanding between the two 
countries. Lord Stanley wag also informed that 
Secretary Seward reserved his opinion of the manner 
pf proceeains to be adopted In respect to the Ala- 
bama claims, as any decision in tliat regard wonld 
have much influence on the proceedings in the natu- 
ralization question.

Viscount Bury rezarded Canada as the future high- 


way to the Indies and the East. Much had been said 
and written about the Incorporation of tne British 
possessions with the United States.

Mr. Adderley, member from North Staffordshire,

In the House of Commons last night Mr. Seely, 


member for Lincoln, made some remarks on ocean 
postage. He urged that In future contracts for car- 
rying the mails to the United States be made for no 
longer time tnan tnree years; that payments for the 
service be recmlated by the omonnf of mails carried. 
He advocated ocean penny postage and hoped ne- 
gotiations would be entered Into with toe United 
States for the establishment or that system. 


TUe Marquis of Hartlngton, Postmaster General, 


defended the late man contracts made by the gov- 
ernment.

Have 
been in Aew York since tbe latter part of Octoowlast On 
or about the middle of November -last past I became ac- 
qualnte4wHflaneWm, J*. Sheldon. He was at this time in poor

Sheldon in French's Hotel, in this city. From that time up to 
a short time prior to the burning of Brlgcs' staples 1 
had visited Sheldon at Bri£gs' premises several times

the Sunday Immediately preceding the burnm" of the 
said stables. I took dinner at Brjggs' house, and was there 
introduced by ifr. Sheldon to Mr. and Mrs. Brig"s, Mrs. 
Briggs being Mr. Sheldon's sister. A few days priur to my 
tafcv^s dinner ttero Kr. Sheldon Informed me in the course 
of our conversation tbat Mr. Brig-s was rerv much ooibar- 
rassed in his circumstances; that in a few dave he (Bnggs) 
must fail, as the bills were coming m fast and it was hard to 
obtain money to meet them. I had loaned money to Sheldon 
from tune to time upon his representation that hs required it 
to pay court fees in order to carry on a lawsuit tben pending. 
Up to this time Sheldon owes me $116 borrowed cash, includ- 
ing th» Bum I am security for; also be owes me 
for my services for the treatment I have giveaj him 
with the galvanic battery. I was pressing him for this bor- 
rowed money and he then told mo he would have soma 
money very soon. I as&ed him how and where was it com- 
ing from. He then Said that he had an offer of $1,000 to 
burn up a certain piece of property; that he thought he could 
get $2,600, as the man would have to fail and be mined if tho 
property waa not burned up and he get the Insurance money. 
I then asked him If there was not some other property that 
would burn or did it standalone. Sheldon replied that It did 
not stand alone, but the firemen would prevent it burning 
any further and If It did it 
was 
probably Insured. 
I then said hs meant Briggs' property. He then said, as he 
bad told me aomuch, he might as well tell me tLc \\bole 
story. trlt was Briggs* stable." Sheldon said be oo 
t do It 


by taking some sulphuric acid and some other chemicals in a 
bottle, put that among the hay with the stopaer out, and in 
fifteen or twenty minutes it would Same up ten feet, and If he 
could not do tbat he would turn on the gas. 
He said that 
Briggs urged him to do it soon, before the first of the month, 
or he would have to faiL On the forenoon of the Sunday I 
diaed at Mr. Briggs' bouse, I received a card from Mr. 
Sheldon 
requesting me 
to 
come 
to 
the 
stables 
that day, and bring with me tbe battery, as be had 
been sick the night before. I attended tliat day, according to 
ha request, and operated on him with the galvanic battery. 
At this interview Mr. Sheldon intormed me that an attempt 
hat! been made to Durn the HlabJes a night or two before. Tue 
gas had tieen turned on and tbe staple had been wrenched oil' 
the back door. I remarked that It had been done beforehand 
to throw suspicions on some other persons. Sheldon replied, 
"Yes, Briggs was to manage it in that way;" tbat Briggs in- 
tended to discharge a man a few dayfl befora tlio Gre so as to 
be able to suspect this drscbargcdman. Subsequently Sheldon 
said a man had been discharged previous to the fire. On my 
arrival home that evening t informed Mrs. Arnold, the lady 
with whom I am boarding, about -what Sheldon was going to 
do for Briggs. On Wednesday night, December 30, 1538, 
Briggs Brothers' stablss were destroyed by fire and some loj 
horses perished in the flames. A day or two after the fire I 
saw Sheldon and said to him, "When is Briggs going to pay 
you for that job ?" He replied, "Out of the first insurance 
money he got." I remarked to

I told Mr. Brlpgs that Sheldon had worn 
out thivt story, and that I now believed tim siorr about tbo 
JuaBi«c.nt was false! nut btieldon had told me tnat no 
ad done a job for him (l:riggs) for which he was 
to have from 
Sl.OOO to *2,500 for; that as soon as 
he (Briggs) got the Insurance he would pay him. Mr. Bng«3 
replied yes, that Sheldon hart done a good deal for him, that 
be bad paid him some money a few daya since i that £hei<Jnn 
had hoarded with him several months and had not BCtt'ed 
with him and did not know how they stood, but would luivo 
a talk with Sheldon that day and would see me the next day. 
I then said that if he owed Sheldon would he not pay It to 
me. His reply was he would let me know the next day. 1 
called the foDowiug day and iUr. Brfggs was not homo. 
Sunday, February 7, I again saw Mr. BrlggB ; asked him if 


ho would pay me^ for Sheldon ; he said tha^t Shciilon would 
pay me that week, as he bad agreen; that Sheldon had told 
lilm'eo; that he had every contldence In him; that he pre- 
ferred to have Sheldon pay me himself, and he would pay 
Sheldon whatever he might owe him.

Dennis Keen, tlie Accused, Confesses Co Cut. 


ting Off tlie Head of His Brotiier-ln-Ia-n- 
•witt a Sausage Axe.

BOSTON, June 2, 1869. 


The terrible tragedy which took, place in Charles- 


town some two mpnths since is still fresh in the 
mblio mind as one possessing more horrible features 
than any ever "before committed m this vicinity. It 
will be remembered that early one forenoon the dead 
body of Dennis Cronln was found stretched across 
a meat bloct In a sausage factory in Charlestown, 
and that the head was completely severed from the 
body. Sear by was a sharp meat ase, covered 
with the 
blood 
of the murdered man, and 


with which it was clear the deed had 
been 


comniitecl. 
His brother-in-law, Dennis Been, who 


had "been at 
wore with him in the same 


room, was missing, and, as it was Known there had 
b'een a difficulty between the two, it was reasonably 
supposed that he was the murderer. Search was im- 
mediately commenced for riinij jjric before 
the 


offl cers could get on his track he called at the polica 
station and gave himself up, but Indignantly and 
posttlvely'denied all knowledge of the tragedy. The 
officers toot al in into custody, however, and he was 
examined and fully committed for trial, and the 
trial was finished in the Supreme Judicial Court, at 
East Cambridge, this morning. 
Ihelast witness placed upon the stand was Eeen 
himself, ana, in response to questions by his counsel, 
Mr. A. o. Brewster, he made a full confession of the 
crime In the following words: — 


jE.am ibirty-four years of age; navft been In this country 
three years; have bad tlie measles, which left my eyes in a 
bad state; 21ra. Cronrn Is a sister of mrne; she sent $40 to 
Ireland bj- draft to bring me over; have had trouble with her 
abouvt&e money, ami cot Mr. Walter to bring a suit against 
Cronin and wife for slander ; on the morning of the murder 
I went to one MT-. Furbnsh*s lard 'actors, where T had been 
employed for sti month; was at work with Cronln at the 
block Detweea eight and nine o'cloclc. when some words 
arose between us about himself and wife ; he save the lie ; I 
was chopping lard at the'blocfc with the axe at the time, and 
as CroniB was stooping down to shovel up the pieces Imo a 
basket to. put into the kettle, I struck him a blow with the 
axe across the back part of the neck ; t then left the factory 
and went home;

honse of Mrs. Slattery; stayed there a short 
time 
and £ot frightened abont kOlfng him ; Trent back to Charles-

T. Canihan, being Informed of the mnrder, told me to go and 
giva myself op ; I then left Callihan'fi and went with' Fat 
Keardon to the Marshal's office; I sharpened the axe belore 
the killing of CroniB, as I"usaall7did; never worked at the 
side of Cronin previous to that morning; I left the body of 
Cronin waere it fell after the blow; I old not strike a hard 
blow with the axe ; I had no malice agamst Cronin previous 
to the murder ; there was no blood neon my clothes. 
To District Attorney 31^rse— I and Cronia had been talking 
at the block about fire minutes ; was very angry and talked 
loud ; Frank Harmon came into the shop at the time aad was 
at work ; I said in jail that 1 did not do the murder, but saw 
Mr. Dlxon do It ; 1 had been drinking from a 8ask of whis- 
key at that time ; a writ for slander Bad been served upon 
Cronia and wife by tha Deputy Sheriff the nlaht before the 
murder. 


Tne prisoner's connsel addressed the jury briefly 
after Keen had given in his confession, and asfced 
that a verdict of manslaughter might be rendered. 
Tne Attorney General followed then with his argu- 
ment, and while reviewing the evidence which had 
been given against the murderer, Keen interrupted 
him with a volley of oaths, and, standing up In the 
prisoners' dock, told the government attorney that 
if ne, Cronln. or any other man, had talked to him 
as Crania did he "would cut his head off d— *l 
quick." The aherxrrs In the ooart endeavored in 
v»ln to check: Keen, but he persisted m cursing and 
abusing 
them In spite 
of ail 
efforts. 
The 
District Attorney concluded his argument soon after 
and the jnry retired, and in about fifteen mlnutps 
brought in a verdict of guilty of murder in the flrat 
degree. Tiie Chief Justice tften asJccd Keen if a e 
had anything to say, and he responded by asserting 
that his confession was true in every respect, and 
that under like provocation he would kill any man. 
After a few moments' suspense Keen obeyed an 
order to etand up, and, amid a painful silence, the 
Court Informed him that he had been tried and. 
found guilty of a capital offence, and that it only 
remained for him to pass sentence, and he therefore 
ordered tbat he be taken to the East Cambridge jail 
and remain in close confinement until such time as 
the Executive should set apart for his execution, 
and that he then be taken tuercfrom and hung by 
the neck until dead. 
For tne first time Keen now exhibited some emo- 
tion, but it was only momentary, for when one of 
the olricere offered Mm a glass of water the old 
rtrutal air of oravado returned and He replied, "No, 
God damn you, drink It yourself." The court was 
then adjourned, and the prisoner was remo\ ed to 
jail amid the jeers of an indignant crowd, there to 
await his appointed doom.
